"Alien status verification index (ASVI)" neans
t he aut omat ed dat abase maintai ned by the Inm gration
and Naturalization Service (INS) which may be accessed
to verify the immgrant status of aliens.

"Beneficiary data exchange system (BENDEX)" neans
an automat ed exchange systemin which the the SSA
transmts social security beneficiary data to the
depart nent.

"Domciliary care hone" neans any facility which
provi des twenty-four hour |iving accommobdati ons,
personal care services, and appropriate health care,
as needed, to adults unable to care for thensel ves by
persons unrelated to the recipient or applicant in
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licensed adult residential care honmes or other care
homes regul ated by the departnent of health. A
domciliary care hone does not provide rehabilitative
treatment services provided by special treatnent
facilities or services to neet needs higher than |evel
of care IlIl. There are two types of adult residential
care hones:

(1) Type |l hone for five or less residents; and

(2) Type Il home for six or nore residents.
"Fam | y" neans any food stanp househol d or person
or persons requesting or receiving assistance. "I NA"

means the Immgration and Nationality Act (8 U S. C
881101, et seq.).

"I NA" nmeans the Immgration and Nationality Act
(8 U S.C 881101, et.seq.).

"Incone eligibility verification system (IEVS)"
means a system of information acquisition and exchange
for purposes of inconme and eligibility verification
whi ch neets the requirenents of section 1137 of the
Social Security Act (42 U . S.C. 81320b-7).

"I'ndi vidual " nmeans an applicant for or recipient
of financial or food stanp assistance.

"Ineligible alien" nmeans an individual whose
alien status nmakes the individual ineligible for
assi st ance.

"I'NS" nmeans the United States Departnent of
Justice, Immgration and Naturalization Service.

"Institution"” neans an establishnent which
furni shes shelter and the nmajority of the food to four
or nore persons unrelated to the proprietor, and in
addi tion provides sone treatnent or services which
meet sone need beyond the basic provision of food and
shelter.

"Institution for nental disease" neans an
institution which is primarily engaged in providing
di agnosi s, treatnment, or care of persons wth nental
di sease, including nedical attention, nursing care,
and related services. \Wether an institution is an
institution for nental diseases is determned by its
overall character as that of a facility established
and maintained primarily for the care and treat nent of
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i ndi viduals with nental diseases, whether or not it is
i censed as such.
"Institution for the nentally retarded" neans an
institution (or distinct part of an institution) that:
(1) Is primarily for the diagnosis, treatnent,
or rehabilitation of the nentally retarded
or persons with related conditions; and
(2) Provides, in a protected residenti al
setting, ongoing evaluation, planning,
twenty-four hour supervision, coordination,
and integration of health or rehabilitative
services to help each individual function at
their greatest ability.
"Institution for tubercul osis" neans an
institution that is primarily engaged in providing
di agnosi s, treatnent, or care of persons with
t ubercul osi s, including nedical attention, nursing
care, and rel ated services. Wether an institution is
an institution for tuberculosis is determned by its
overall character as that of a facility established
and maintained primarily for the care and treat nent of
tubercul osis, whether or not it is licensed as such.
"Long-termcare facility" nmeans a nedi cal
institution such as a skilled nursing facility,
internediate care facility, internediate care facility
for the nentally retarded, or any conbi nation thereof,
that furnishes health care services to inpatients.
"Medi cal institution” means an institution which:
(1) |Is organized to provide nedical care,
i ncl udi ng nursing and conval escent care;
(2) Has the necessary professional personnel,
equi pnent, and facilities to manage the
medi cal , nursing, and other health needs of
the patients on a continuing basis in
accordance with accepted standards;
(3) |Is authorized under State |aw to provide
medi cal care; and
(4) |Is staffed by professional personnel who have
clear and definite responsibilities to the
institution in the provision of professional

medi cal and nursing services including adequate
and continual nedical care and supervision by a
physi ci an; sufficient registered nurse or
| icensed practical nurse supervision and services
and nurse aid services to neet nursing care
needs; and appropriate gui dance by a physician on
t he professional aspects of operating the
facility.
"Participating in a strike" neans an act ual
refusal in concert with others to provide services to
a person's enpl oyer.
"Project area" neans, for food stanps, the entire
geographic area of a county within the State.
"Public institution"” nmeans an institution that is
the responsibility of a governnmental unit or over
whi ch a governnental unit exercises adm nistrative
control. Exanples include, but shall not be limted
to, jails, prisons, and correctional facilities.
"SSA" nmeans the Social Security Adm nistration of
the United States Departnent of Health and Human
Servi ces.
"SSI" nmeans suppl enental security incone nmade in
the formof nonthly cash paynents by the SSA.
"SSN' nmeans social security nunber issued by the
SSA.
"State data exchange system (SDX)" neans an
aut omat ed exchange systemin which the SSA transmts
information on all persons currently receiving SS|
benefits to the departnent.
"Strike" nmeans any strike or other concerted
st oppage of work by enpl oyees, including a stoppage by
reason of the expiration of a collective-bargaining
agreenent, and any concerted sl owdown or other
concerted interruption of operations by enpl oyees.
"Systematic alien verification for entitlenents
(SAVE)" nmeans the Inmm gration and Naturalization Service
(I'NS) program whereby the departnment may verify
the validity of docunents provided by aliens applying
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for assistance by obtaining information froma central
data file maintained by INS.

"Third party query (TPQY) request” neans a nanual
systemin which the departnent requests SSA
beneficiary or SSI information fromthe SSA. [Eff

(3) In violation of a condition of probation or
parol e; or

(4) Convicted after August 22, 1996 of a felony
